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1, On 6 October 1951, 27 tanks of an undetermined type and about 50 track-laying 
vehicles for crews of to 6 mon each were seen in a billeting arce adjoining a 
former brickyard in the northwestern sector of Reroun (N 51/L 57), on the west side 
of the road to Brdatka, which is ‘about 1 km northwest of Heron, In the sumer of 
1951 the brickyard buildings were converted into garazes. Soldiers chserved there 
wore black collar patches.Tanks were repeatedly observed leaving the billeting area 
individually. A motor transport battalion previously yuartered in the brickyard had 
moved to tno large, low barracks pailéings near the railroad bridze.s the motor 
transport battalion was equipred with jeeps and trucks, !'rom 10 to 15 former German 


guns with mugazie brakes were parked in the new bi Llcting area of the motor transport 
battalion. 


2, Soldiers wearing black collar patches and belonzing to the unit quertered in the 
area near the brickyard in leroun were quartered in the Masaryk Rarracks,. ‘ich 
consisted of several four-story buildinys and was located ep oosite the taickyard. A 
large Tshaped buildin: adjoinin: the barracks installation on the north, quartered 
a unit whose personnel wore red collar patches, This buildinc was formerly called 
‘'Rarracks for Candidates". There was another billetincg instsliation in the Cerny 
Vrsek borough.
